We  were 
involved  in  many  discussions  in  the  classrooms, 
hallways,  and  cafeteria  after  witnessing  the  ' 
horrific  events. 

On  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  April  21  and  22, 
supervising  teachers  in  the  Elementary,  Middle 
School,  and  High  School  departments  (Mr.  David 
Geeslin,  Mr.  Jerry  Thixton,  Ms.  Linda  Lloyd)  and 
I  addressed  the  students.  In  several  age-

only  exceptions  would  be 
medications  that  have  a  specific 
Dr.  ’s  order  permitting  the 
students  to  carry  and  self- 
medicate  themselves  with 
specific  medications  (i.e. 
inhalers.,  etc.).  This  order  must  be  submitted 
to  the  Health  Center  and  school  and  dorm  will 
be  notified  of  the  order.  Any  product  not 
specifically  for  cosmetic  use  is  included  as  an 
over-the-counter  medication.  Examples 
include,  cough  and  cold  products,  pain 
relievers,  antacids,  vitamins,  health 
supplements,  etc.  If  you  have  questions  about 
specific  items  please  call  the  Health  Center  to 
check.  Consequences  of 
violating  this  rule,  as  stated  in  student  code  of 
conduct  for  1**  offense-3  day  suspension, 

2”  offense-5  day  suspension.  As  always,  feel 
free  to  contact  the  Health  Center  with  any 
questions  you  may  have  regarding  this  policy.

Kindergarten  to  Beasley's  Apple 
Orchard 

On  Tuesday,  our  kindergarten  class  went  to 
Beasley's  Apple  Orchard  in  Danville,  IN  (about  45 
minutes  west  of  Indy)  to  learn  many  things  about 
apples.  Each  of  us  picked  our  own  apple,  and

Bono/Cooper's  Second  Grade  Class 


We  have  been  learning  about  seed 
plants;  roots,  stems,  and  leaves;  flowers, 
fruits,  and  cones;  and  how  seeds  travel.  These 
topics  have  hands-on  activities,  such  as 
displaying  various  fruit  and  vegetable  seeds, 
and  carrot  for  roots,  stems  and  leaves.  We 
have  experimented  with  bean  seeds  for  two 
weeks  by  putting  them  into  our  plastic  bags  for 
a  few  days.  We  observed  them  to  see  if  they 
grew  or  not.  When  we  opened  our  plastic  bags, 
we  found  the  bean  seeds  stinky  and  moldy.  The 
students  had  to  throw  them  away.  This  was  a 
good  experience  for  them  to  explore  and 
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plant  bean  seeds  again.  So  we  had  other  hands- 
on  activity  for  bean  seeds  last  Monday.  They 
were  excited  because  they  wanted  to  see  them 
grow.  They  were  excited  to  check  on  their  bean 
seeds  daily.  They  will  make  their  own  charts  to 
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mark  the  dates  of  bean  seed  growth  on  the 
bulletin  board  in  the  classroom.  You  are  morejji 
than  welcome  to  visit  and  look  at  their  bean  ^ 
seeds! 

The  field  trip  to  Stoney  Creek  Farm  was 
a  learning  experience,  and  the  students  really 
enjoyed  it.  The  diverse  events  were  touring  the 
haunted  house,  having  a  hayride,  collecting 
small  pumpkins,  feeding  and  petting  some 
animals,  seeing  three  huge  horses  in  a  barn,  and 
rolling  down  a  hill  for  almost  one  hour.  I  also 
videotaped  them.  When  we  returned  here,  we 
watched  the  videotape  immediately. 

On  Monday,  November  1^,  the  students 
had  a  pumpkin  activity.  Students  carved  their 
pumpkin  faces  before  cutting  and  removing 
pumpkin  seeds.  They  were  so  excited  because 
they  wanted  to  show  off  their  pumpkin  faces. 
When  finished,  the  students  and  four  teachers 
were  asked  to  estimate  how  many  pumpkin 
seeds  were  from  five  little  pumpkins.  I  wrote 
down  their  estimated  numbers  on  the 
whiteboard.  We  counted  1,000  pumpkin  seeds 
in  five  small  pumpkins.  They  paused  in  surprise 
because  they  had  underestimated  the  number. 
MJ's  estimated  number  was  correct.  Have  you 
counted  your  pumpkin  seeds  yet?  Let  us  know 
how  many  seeds  you  counted  last  week.
